The Ministry and Slavery. 

The following communication icomes to us 
from h source which, added to the writer’s 
calm and logical reasoning, and the highly 
important subject on which he treats, entitles 
' to an attentive perusal. 

Mr. Editor.— -I wish you to introduce 
to your paper the following question, and 
discussion of it, in hopes it may call out 
ible pens on the gubjact. The ques- 
, ought any man, who is opposed to 
lie abolition ofslavery, or the measures in 
operation to effect it, to be ordained as a 
minister ol the gospel? Some are beard to 
say, that they are in favor of Mich abolition, 
'nit opposed to the measures adopted, while 
hey propose none which they pretend are 
>etter, and so make it evident they cannot. 
Fur what measures, except moral suasion 
nd political action, can be proposed in the 
ase, which will not counteract themself'* 
by conceding that slave-holding is just, 
least in a measure. This both colutiiz 
and purchasing them do. And since these 
are the only measures which promise 
feet any thing in the case, and wi 
using them the cause of righteousness will lie 
likely to slumber for sixty years to come — 
it has for sixty years past, opposing them 
opposing abolition, whatever such persons 
may think of themselves. Their making 
this distinction between the cause and the 
measures, whether honest in so doing oi 
tot only serves to quiet their consciences, 
n favoring, or being indifferent about slave- 
y. Now, without saying anything about 
hose already introduced, we ask whether 
such opposers of abolition should be iuduct- 
' into the ministry of the gospel. In rela- 
n to this question, we espouse the nega- 
e, for the following reasons: 

1. No one should he pul in'o this ministry 
unless he lias that spirit and temper, whice 

igreeineul with the spirit of the gos¬ 
pel. But the spirit ol the gospel, whetliei 
we learn it from reading the Scriptures, or 
from a work of grace on our hearts, is most 
evidently against some men’s holding oth- 
s slaves, making them serve the mas- 
, t , » emolument instead of their own. lhe 
gospel proclaims liberty to the captives, and 
the opening of the prison doors to them that 
are bound,°in a temporal as well as spiritu¬ 
al sense. Christ, whose spirit and charac¬ 
ter runs throughout the gospel, came to set 
at liberty them that are bruised ; ant. to 
loose them who were, either directly or indi¬ 
rectly, bound by Satan ; and to teach men 
lo be just: and generous 10 each oilier. And 
since it is most unfitting lo- men to be set to 
preach the gospel, who are not imbued with 
The spit it of it, none should be appointed 
thereunto, who are opposed to the r.ghteous 
and benevolent cause of abolition, or tndtl- 
ferent about a work so accordant with 
spirit of the gospel. 

2. No man ought lo be put into the

part of justice and righteousness, w henever 
presented before him. He ought to wish to 
! justice done in all cases, and should 
be erieved at seeing the contrary in any in- | 
stance.

Mrs. Cecil’s Method. 

Mrs. Cecil felt that her childeren were in 
mortal beings—candidates for endless bliss o 


She labored and prayed to keep this im¬ 
pression constantly on her mind. She also 
made the subject of her influence and respon¬ 
sibility a theme of fasting and prayer—for she 
looked upon her offspring as her “ prison¬ 
ers of hope and felt deeply that every thing 
pertaining to their future character and des¬ 
tiny, by the Divine blessing, depended upon 
parental vigilance and fidelity. 


Early Impressions .Aware of the vital im¬ 
portance of early impressions and the rapidity 
with which the young mind opens, at the ear- 
liestdnwti of reason, Mrs. Cecil began to in¬ 
struct her children to fear God and keep his 
commandments—to hate sin the worst of all 
evil ; to be open, ingenuous and sincere in all 
their actions—because the eye of God was 
upon them! 

Among the early lessons taught by this ex¬ 
traordinary mother, was, that life is hut a va¬ 
por—that every thing on this side of the 
grave is of small importance compared with 


the favor of God, an interest in the Savi 
and in the incorruptible glories of the righte¬ 
ous in the world to come. The only school¬ 
room of her children until they were six years 
of age was her nursery. There twice every 
day they recited their lessons. As soon as 
they could speak they began to commit to 
memory the Lord’s prayer, the commandments 
the apostles’ creed, etc. As soon as they 
could read, they were taught the most strik¬ 
ing historical parts of the Bible, and at an 
early age began to recite the New Testament 
in course, and were required to answer ques¬ 
tions Irom each portion, as they thus pass 
through the whole Bible. This exercise was 
never remitted in their education. 

They also read daily ‘in course, the books 
which she selected for them, her children be¬ 
ing required to give a careful narrative of 
what their lessou contained. 


Government. —Mrs. Cecil strove to make her 
children feel a sense of their accountahleness 
to God and to their parents. 


Jy govern herself, but must be under subjec¬ 
tion to the authority of God. She strove to 
maintain God’s authority, rather than her 


If any child had done wrong, the mother 
appeared to be grieved, not because the child 
had displeased the parent, so much as because 
he had offended the great God. The rod 
was seldom used in Mrs. Cecil’s Iamily, nor 
was it ever spared when it was the best meth¬ 
od of bringing the child to feel his wrong. 

If a child had failed in getting his lesson, he 
was perhaps deprived of his diuner or tea, or 
not permitted to join the family in a ride, or 
was denied some other recreation. 

A sacred regard for truth was deemed of 
fundamental importance by Mrs. Cecil. The 
slightest .departure from from a full, simple, 
undisguised statement of facts, was always 
looked upon with alarm, and was viewed as a 
barrier in the way of all moral elevation and 
future usefulness in the world. If the child 
who grows op to manhood without a serious 
regard tor truth and filial obedience is eyer 
converted and made a useful member of soci¬ 
ety, it must be by a miracle of God’s grace! 

Mrs. Cecil ami her companion were never 
weary in the work of educating their offspring 
for the duties of life and the destinies of eter¬ 
nity. Beth fell that their work was not one 
of limited moment ; that its results would 
reach onward beyond the grave and judgment 
into ao immeasurable life to come. And ! 
what were the fruits of their fidelity, and la¬ 
bors, and prayers, and perseverance. They 
were richly crowned, even in this life, with a 
rich reward. Their children were all made 
subjects ot divine grace, and went to an early 
grave ftotri the fellowship of the Church of 
God. From the example of these parents, and |

The Cyclopedian. 

A remarkably ingenious, and as its image 
imports, vast scientific machine, displaying 
the relative sizes and movements of the plan¬ 
ets, has been lately made by a citizen of Ohio.

It is an immense piece ot scientific mech¬ 
anism, of cyclopean fabrication, all composed 
of highly polished steel or brass, and solid 
cast iron, all silvered and gilded, and the whole 
mass of which weighs no less than two tons.

Indeed, some idea may 
he formed of the immensity, finish nnd com¬ 
plication of this masterly piece of .American 
skill and genius, when it is known that thou¬ 
sands of dollars, with thirty years of arduous 
labor and unabated perseverence, have been 


employed by its author, Mr. James Russel, 
of Columbus, (Ohio,) to bring it to perfection, 
will be easily conceived, by the fact that the 
whole solar system, i. e. the remote planets, 
Uranus, with his six satellites, Saturn, with 
his rings and seven attendants, Jupiter with 
his four, Mars, Veuus, Mercury nod the 
Eartli, with the Moon and the lesser planets, 
the ecliptic, with numerous stars, and the sun 
in the centre, binding all together, revolving 
harmoniously in their respective orbits, and 
in mathematical proportion of time with regard 
to each other—that all this vast and astou- 
ishmg combination is put in motion by the 
operation of a single crank, requiring hardly 
the application of one pound weight! anil 
that the multiplicity of motions thus executed 
by so many hundreds of wheels and pinions, 
do not produce even so much noise as the 
ticking of a miniature watch! 


The Aurora of Spring. 

The N. E. Farmer stales that an intelli¬ 
gent gentleman, of uncommonly minute and 
accurate obse'vation, remarks that usu¬ 
ally about the last of February, or early in 
March, something iu the atmosphere gives 
to light, just belore the sun’s rising, and just 
after its setting, a peculiar, saffron-colored 
tint. This appearance is soon followed by 
a thaw, which is the breaking up of winter. 
Such a light was observed this winter on the 
25th of December, and some days following. 
On the 2Cth, the prediction was made, that 
the “winter was broken,” although there 
was rto other sign of lire nine days’ thaw that 
soon followed. 

The above is but one instance out of many 
that might be adduced, to show the practi¬ 
cal importance of a habit ol observing the 
signs which betoken changes in the weath¬ 
er. The frequency of these changes is prov¬ 
erbal ; and'it has come to be considered by 
man a rash step to venture any conjectures 
at all in regard to them. The science of | 
meteorology is yet in its infancy, although it 
is beginning to attract a good share ol public 
attention. The laws which regulate the 
approach of storms, and the changes of the 
seasons, are as constant and unvarying in 
their operations as any others in the system 
of nature, although they are as yet but im¬ 
perfectly known. It is to be hoped, how¬ 
ever, that the recent discoveries ol Espy, 
Redfiehl. Sherwood, and e others will have the 
effect of eliciting many new facts, and es¬ 
tablishing some truths, 'yet unascertained, 
in this interesting department of scientific in¬ 
vestigation. 


On Drinking at Meals.— It is injuri¬ 
ous to drink much al meals. Those who 
take a large quantity of liquids al dinner, 
generally eat more than ‘.hose who take 
less. The sensation of thirst depends up¬ 
on the quantity of aqueous fluid circulating 
in the blood. It has been found by physi¬ 
ologists that the most severe thirst of ani¬ 
mals is appeased Of rejecting watery fluids 
into the blood. A moderate quantity of li¬ 
quid should be taken at dinner, tuo large 
a portion acts injuriously, by diluting the 
gastric fluid. Persons whose diet is more 
animal than vegetable, require more liquid 
during their meals. Drinking before a 
meal is pernicious, whilst by drinking dur¬ 
ing a meal the digestive process is promo¬ 
ted. Those who eat fast require more 
drink than others; for, as Dr. Philip says, 
“the food is swallowed without a due ad¬ 
mixture of saliva, and forms a dry mass in 
the stomach.”—[F. Winslow’s Health of] 
Body and Mind.] 


Tobacco. Although -we publish every 
■ hing in our means in relation to the cultiva¬ 
tion, curing, manufacturing and sales of to¬ 
bacco, siill we esteem it one of the greatest 
evils of the world. As certain as the Bible 
says, ‘lay aside all filthiness, and superfluity 
of naughtiness,’the use of this weed should 
be given up. Not only is Ihis authority 
against it ; but when we lake into consider¬ 
ation the fact, that it requires more money 
to keep most men in good chewing or smo¬ 
king tobacco, than will pay for keeping of 
good horse, or milch cow, and that it is mor 
or less injurious to every one. men of coi 
tect principles should set their faces agaict 
it. It is a bad argument for the philanthro¬ 
py of a nation, to say, its most important 
products in a commercial point of view, mi¬ 
nus one, is a poisonous weed, that will de¬ 
stroy every thing which uses it sooner or la¬ 
ter.—[Nashville, (Tenn.)Agriculturist ]

THE FUR TRADE. 

Black Fox Skins. We yesterday made 
a visit to :lie Fur Store of Messrs. David 
Hill &Son, and saw fifteen black fox skins 
several of which were truly elegant. A 
number of these were taken within thirty 
miles of this city and all of them brought to 
Bangor as the 'natural market. They are 
worth, we understand, something over thirty 
dollars each. The Messrs. Hill have col- 
i lected several hundred red fox skins and a 
[large quantity of other furs. The (ur trade 
' of Maine amounts annually to not less than 
fifty thousand dollars, a large portion of the 
furs, particularly the Fox skins are sold at 
the great Fur sales in Loudon, and front 
thence are distributed over the old world.

In speaking of the mutiny orrboard the 
8onters,ihe New Orleans Tropic of the 29th 
ult. says: 

A gentleman yesterday called on us and 
gave us some information which may be im¬ 
portant, and should be made public. He 
was the first mate of the new ship Gen.Park- 
hill, Capt. J. D. Wilson, upon which a muti¬ 
ny occurred iu Feb. 1839, when at anchor 
in the harbor at St. Marks, Florida. Capt. 
Wilson and his passengers had gone ashore 
in two boats, when the second mate and 7 
men rose, severely wounding the mate, con¬ 
fined him, robbed the ship, and made their 
ape in the best boat belonging to the ves¬ 


sel. 


Afterwards the second male was arrested, 
tried before Judge Thompson of the United 
States District Court in New York, and sen¬ 
tenced to thirty years imprisonment in the 
State Ptison. One of the men was also ar¬ 
rested and kept in privon for a year and a 
half, when in consequence ol ill health, ar.d 
the absence of the principal witness lie was 
discharged. 

The mate of the Gen. Parkhill alto in¬ 
forms us that he was in New York last sum¬ 
mer, just before the brig Sonters sailed. As 
he was passing the Somers in a boat, where 
she lay, in the stream, he says he saw and 
recognized one of the mutineers of the Paik- 
hill, that lie mentioned the circumstance to 
Mr. Nash, of the New York Police, and two 
Lieutenants of the ship-ol-war Nor h Caroli¬ 
na, who wished him to inform Commander 
Mackenzie of the fact. With this view, lie 
attempted to board the Somers, but the offi¬ 
cers of the deck refused to allow him to go 
onboard. When be made the attempt, the 
mutineer he recognized was al the gang¬ 
way. He was no doubt the man he saw 
was one of the mutineers of the Parkhill,and 
from the description ol Cromwell, be is cer¬ 
tain he is the man. He was at a loss at the 
time to account for the refusal to allow him 
to go on board the Somers, as he stated to 
the officer of the deck that he had important 
information to communicate to Commander 
Mackenzie ; but he is now satisfied that 
Cromwell recognized him, and exerted some 
influence to keep him off. 

He says that Cromwell passed on board 
the Gen. Parkhill by the name of Campbell, 
that he professed to be an American, but he 
was in reality a foreigner. Is it not possible 
that midshipman Spencer was officer of the 
deck on the day alluded to? And may 
Cromwell have given him an inkling of the 
character of his visitor? The mate referred 
to has written to Ogden Hoffman, detailing 
the facts above slated. 


P. O. Regulations —The Second As¬ 
sistant Postmaster General, in answer to 
the inquiries of a gentleman of Cincinnati, 
states that the marking of lines around an 
advertisement or a paragraph, in a newspa¬ 
per, with ink or pencil, unaccompanied by 
any writing upon the same, is not consid¬ 
ered by the Department to be a “memo¬ 
randum,” within the meaning of the 13th 
and 30th sections ot the act of 1825. 


The Choctaw Tribe of Indians _The 

Choctaw Almanac, furnishes statistics indi¬ 
cative of the progress of this tribe towards 
civilization. They have a printing press, 
from which they have issued, up to last 
September, thirty three thousand impres¬ 
sions, or more than three millions of pages 
consisting of translations of books and 
pamphlets. They have also contributed 
ten thousand dollars to the building of a 
Central College, where they intend to com¬ 
plete the education of Choctaw youth, and 
prepare teachers for the generafinstruction 
of voutlt.

NEW POST OFFICE LAW. 


The press are already discussing the m 
msed Post Off 


of the proposed Post Office law. Tl 
l\cw York Evening Post says—Of all the 
modes of publication, that by periodicals, 
and pamphlets, is now the most common in 
this country. Our prolific presses give out 
publications in this shape by tens of thou¬ 
sands. They are sent iu huge boxes from 
one gteat city'to the others, nud to the small¬ 
er towns, where they are distributed by the 
agents, without cost to subscribers and oth 
ars. The bill before the Senate proposes t( 
make this method ofdisiribuiion contraband 
and to punish, by a fine of one hundred 
and fifty dollars, every act of transmitting, 
by any other conveyance than the United 
Slates mails, all newspapers and all maga¬ 
zines and pamphlets, periodically published, 
and all written or printed matter, of which 
each copy or edition shall not exceed a pound 
in weigh', with the exception of bound 
books. This will compel the publishers of 
magazines in Philadelphia, Graham’s Mag¬ 
azine for instance, to send the work by mail, 
to their subscribers in this city. The Knick¬ 
erbocker Magazine, which is printed in Bos¬ 
ton, but the principal circulation of which, 
we believe, is in this neighborhood, must 
come to its readers in this city, charged 
with postage from Boston. The business of 
carriers of country newspapers will be an¬ 
nihilated—the subscribers must wail for the 
mails, weekly mails, perhaps, that the gov¬ 
ernment may receive its postage. Books of 
a moderate size can no longer be sent lit 
sheets from the city where they are printed 
to booksellers it: another place. A book¬ 
seller who causes a volume to be printed iu 
Boston, which does not weigh a pound in 
sheets, will he obliged to incur the expense 
of puilhig the whole edition in binding be¬ 
fore he can receive it, unless he chooses to 
pay tha postage. Such is the improvement 
in the Post office laws, w hich at present em¬ 
ploys the grave deliberations of the Senate 
—a project so atrociously oppressive, that 
we are astonished that any man should have 
been found bold enough to present it, and 
equally that the Senate should consent to 
waste its time iu considering it.—[Boston 
Bulletin j

THE OREGON QUESTION. 

The Oregon Bill, it will beseen, has passed 
the Senate. The principal objections urged 
agailist it were, that it violates tire treaty of 
1818 with England, and that it is peculiarly 
inexpedient at the present time, when the na¬ 
tional affairs are so seriously disordered. It 
was argued, on the other side, that the bill vio 
lated no treaty, that of 1818 having been aeon 
venlion for trading purposes obly— that it wai 
a just measure of encouragement and protec¬ 
tion to our Oregon settlers, hundreds of whom 
have been pillaged and murdered there within 
the last twenty years—that it could not let ' 
war with England, as she herself had adtn 
ourrigliFtobe in possession of the territory 
while treating of the title—and that bad as ' 
the state of our finances, neither that nor l.. 
fear ot war should deter us from adopting any 
measure called for by the honor and interests 
of the Republic. 

The hill was thoroughly discussed in the 
Senate, where nearly all the leading men or 
both parlies debated' it, and it finally passed by 
a very close vote. It now goes to the House 
where its bearing upon our foreign relations, 
well as the expediency of it at the present ti... t 
will doubtless be still further discussed.—[Ar-
